Mayor and the

Homo, Nov. 2.—Fire broke, out at 


8:30 Similar evi-nlng In that portion 
of the Vatican containing the hall of 
inscriptions, where the Pope gives his 
audience, and which Is adjacent to 
the famous Plnacoteca, or gallery of 
pictures. The alarm caused much con- 
fusion and excitement In the Vatican. 
Strenuous efforts were mndo to con- 
trol the flames, and the firemen of 
Rome were called to lend their help. 
At 11:15 the flro'was undor control. 


The Pope came to the scene In per 


son and remained .until tfye arrange- 
ments to fight the fire'"were completed. 


Causes Sensation. 


The (Ire caused a greater sensation 


in Home than has any other event 
since the death of Pope Leo. Fires 
in Rome are exceptional, because of 
the heavy stone and brick construction 
of the buildings, and the outbreak of 
flames In such a conspicuous place, 
wherein were many celebrated treas- 
ures, brought out great numbers of 
anxious people. In spite of the heavy 
rain which .bad been falling throughout 
the* day. 


The safety of the Pope was the first 


thought In every one's mind, but this 
was soon assured. 
When the pontiff 


arrived at the scene he ordered every 
one to assist In extinguishing 
the 


flames. 


Pope Calls Roman Firemen. 


'The 11 ret Intimation of fire was had 
when smoke was seen Issuing from 
the apartment of M A.arle, which Is 
located abovo that of Father Ehrlo, 
the librarian,, who-lived over the li- 
brary Itself. M. Mario Is a celebrated 
French restorer of ancient 
manu- 


scripts and,Illuminated books; he Is at 
present engaged in copying work. Tho 
famous Bramante staircase leads to 
that part of the Vatican where the fire 
broke out. 


The moment the Pope arrived his 


mind grasped the gravity of the situa- 
tion, and he ordered that the firemen 
of Rome be called. This was done by 
telegraph. 


Library Is Damaged. 


The entire museum of Inscriptions, 


the rooms of Father Ehrlo, part of the 
library, and the printing houses'were 
entirely flooded with water. It Is Im- 
possible to reach even an approximate 
idea of the extent of the damage. 
Many articles were saved, including 
some ancient and vcr/ valuable arms, 
which were recently moved to the 
library room from the Borgia apart- 
ment In order to make room for the 
new residence of the papal secretary 
of state. Many .things that escaped 
the flames were Injured by water, es- 
pecially the precious private library 
of Pope Leo, which Father Ehrle had 
been re-arranging In accordance with 
the last wish of the late pontiff. 


Mayor Enters ''ic Vatican. 


Information had been ent the Ital- 


ian authorities, who hurried to St. 
Peter's. 
They were courteously In- 


vited to enter and did so. Therefore, 
for the first time since the fall of the 
temporal power of the Vatican, the 
mayor of Rome, the prefect, police of- 
ficials, and even Slg. Ronchettl, the 
newly appointed minister of justice, 
entered the Vatican In their official 
capacities. They gave orders direct- 
ing the work of combating the flames 
and participated personally 
In 
the 


fight.

Officials ot 
the.railroad have said that there are 
not less than SGO^ars smashed. The 
wrecked cars were set flre by the ex- 
plosion.

Where the explosion took place a 


hole twenty feet wide, twice as long, 
and fifteen feet deep1 WAS* orn In the 
ground. 
Engines a mile away were' 


thrown from the track. 


Flying Glass Causes Injury. 


In the downto-.vr portion of the city 


there is not a building that has not 
suffered considerable damage. 
Many • 


persons who were on the streets were 
cut by flying glass, and hundreds ot 
women are In a serious coulltlon from 
shock and concussion. 
The streets 


were filled with people who did not 
wish to go home until late at night. 
The mayor has sworn In many extra 
policemen to guard tho property. 
'" 


The full extent of tho loss to prop- 


erty will not be known for many days. 


The explosion was plainly heard fifty 


miles away. 
Telegrams have bee* 


sent to Cleveland and Plttsburg for 
an almost unlimited supply ot glass.

try, playing havoc with 
telegraph 


wires near Chicago and doing Ham- 
age to\the telephones In 
Chicago.

White Lights 


Great arcs of white lights 
. shot 


across the heavens.only to fade "away 
ar.d be succeeded by forms of light 
resembling Immense plumes 
blown 


by tile wind and curtains shaken by 
currents of air. 
The light was as 


—r.'hlte as that of an electric 
globe, 


and so far removed from the earth 
In the upper atmosphere that It was 
as indistinct as that of the 
milky 


way. 


The play of the electric forces In- 


terrupted telegraphic communication 
in all parts of the country 'and affect- 
ed the Chicago telephone service for 
•minutes at a time. The atmospheric 
disturbance began at 1:30 o'clock In 
the morning, and reached its climax 
at 8:30 o'clock when it was said that 
Chicago wires 
had 
become ' sur- 


charged with C75 volts of electricity, 
or enough to kill a man. 


Wires Show Peculiarity 


It was possible to send telegraphic 


messages when the wjres ran paral- 
lel to the trend of the waves of the 
electrical currents, but no messages 
could be forced over wires that ran 
across them. 


"My attention was first called to 


the phenomena half an hour 
after 


midnight." saia J. E. Petit, chief op- 
erator of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany In Chicago, "when I learned that- 
the wires of the telegraph lines 
of 


the Canadian Pacific from1 Montreal 
to Vancouver and Oregon were se- 
verely affected in the same way. The 
climax came at 8:30.o'clpcif^w)iea.we 
tested the wires In" Chicago. 
The 


process of testing consisted of taking 
off tho batteries and grounding 
the 


•wires. 
'As a result we found 
450 


volts on the positive current, and 225 
volts on the negative current, mak- 
ing a difference of C75 volts. 
It was 


the most severe electrical storm In 
thirty-five years. 
The storm 
ex- 


tends half around the globe. 
It Is. 


due, 
J, believe, to sun apots. which 


are always accompanied by a display 
of the aurora borenlls." 


Reaches Europe 


A dispatch from New York says a i

Still supposing that he had a 
single brigade to cope with, the Fed-- 
cral division leader. General IJrannan.

Loonldas Polk com- 
manded the right wing anil Longstreet. 
Lee's old warhorse from the Army of 
Northern Virginia, the left. Longstreet 
had brought two divisions of his old 
corps with him to help save Chattanoo- 
ga. General II. II. Hill, another o'f 
Lee's marshals, commanded a corps of 
western troops, llucknor of Ponelson 
fame led u corps. Hood and McLtiws, 
who had led the llerce light In front of 
Hound Top at Gettysburg, were there. 
Pat Clebtirne. the "Stonewall of the 
West;" Ilrecklnrldge, the lighting Ken- 
tucklan; Joe Wheeler; the cavalryman, 
and Forrest, the all round lighter, were 
there with their hardened v'ctorans 
from Shlloh.and Mnrfrecsboro. 


With HosecraiH wcru Thomas, Mc- 


Cook and Thomas L. Crlttcndcn us 
leaders of army corps. With Thomas 
were Baltil and Negloy and Brannan 
and J. J. Heynolds. with McCook Jeff 
C. Davis, n. W. Johnson and Phil Sher- 
idan, leaders of divisions, and with 
Crlttenden T. .7. Wood, Palmer and 
Van Clove. Gordon Granger command- 
ed a reserve of three brigades stationed 
well back on the Hossvllle road, and 
two divisions of cavalry under Edward 
McCook nml General Crook watched 
over the wagon trains. 


When morning dawned on tho QOth 


a heavy fog hung over tho valley. The 
Confederate chiefs had been given 
their orders for attack, and nt 8 o'clock 
the battle opened near whore the light- 
ing ended the night.before, the center 
of Thomas' line. During the night 
Thomas' troops had built rude breast- 
works of rails anil log* In front of n 
state road running through the battle 
Held parallel to the creek and connect- 
ing with the Iloxsvllle road three miles 
nwuy.

Ilulrd; Beatty brought out two gnus of 
Urldges' Illinois battery nml opened 
lire. . Tho Fifteenth Kentucky rrgl- 
ment of Federals lay behind the bat- 
tery.

Witnesses whom tho 
police Reciirei' declared they flaw the 
place set on fire by two men, and 
there men, living In tho Albatross ho- 
tel, were arrested and accused of ar- 
son.

Tho fire department 
was creatly 


hampered by the lack of water. The 
lire Jumped ncross Surf avenue to 
Luna park,vwhlch was on fire several 
times, but the fire department suc- 
ceeded In extinguishing 
the 
blaze 


each time at this place before a great 
deal of damage was done. 


Wind Favors Firemen. 


Th6re was another element besides 


the energy of tho 
flremen 
which 


proved the salvation of the greater 
and better part of Coney Island. The 
wind, which was nearly due west when 
tho fire Htartcd, by half past S had 
switched around to the northwest and 
was blowing with Increasing force un- 
til It completely flanked the lire In 
the direction In which It had been ad- 
vancing. The broad sheets of flame, 
instead of leaning towards the masses 
of buildings towards 
the east and 


north, now turned seaward, where al- 
ready everything inflammable was go- 
ing up In smoke. 


Effect Many Rescues. 


The lire was marked by rescues, 


not alono by the police, hut by citi- 
zens. Before the fire had been an hour 
under way the police co-lid do noth- 
ing more than try to keep the .10,0011 
sightseers out 
of 
danger. The re- 


serves from all the precincts within 
ten miles were brought there. While 
the work of rescue and saving was 
going on the true spirit of Coney Is- 
land asserted Itself. The Ferrln wheel 
man was an Instance. The wlioel was 
Just out of the burning district, and 
he hurriedly summoned his engineer. 
Quickly fires were started and the en- 
gine oiled, and In half an hour there 
were barkers announcing "This finest 
view of the fire for only 30 cunts." 
They coined money, too. 


Loss Is Heavy. 


Upon Mr. Stouch and Mr. Hender- 


son tho heaviest loss will fall, each 
losing more than $oOO,000, while the 
remainder Is distributed among a hun- 
dred or more residents of tho resort. 
It will he comparatively easy for all 
the buildings to be restored with the 
exception of the music hall and the 
dancing pavilion. 


That tho spread of fire was not 


greater was duo to the forethought of 
the builder of Felman's Hotel. 'He 
Ifad passed through fires of 1890 and 
1900, 
and when he began again he 


first erected a high brick wall between 
his hulldltig and the adjoining struc- 
ture. This cut the blaze off. and tire- 
men saved the building.
